For seven years, every Sun- 
day bright red cassock and white lace 
surplice, lit the altar candles before Mass 
and the evening, before the Rosary and 
Benediction. couldn’t have been more 
than eight ten then but can remem- 
ber were yesterday how would 
have stand tiptoe reach the tall 
ones the back the altar. lit 
each new flickering flame seemed 
mine alone. child there was 
something not this world the rows 
the restless little fires. 

With the vivid and boundless imagina- 
tion known only childhood thing 
beautiful that surely must cherished 
its Creator candle fires were 
people. They were different one from 
the other were the faces men.

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Suggestions for Studying Vocations 


Vocation Day 

Among Xaverians. the second Friday 
the month has traditionally been set 
and designated Vocation Day. Its 
make our students aware 
divine nature vocations, evaluate 
themselves the light the requirements 
and obligations each state life, and 
seek, through prayer and consultation, 
assistance making the proper choice for 
themselves. Our work teachers 
supply the tools for this soul searching. 

These outlines are offered organ- 
ized approach the general 
vocations and assist the teacher 
planning his material that his instruc- 
tions will more fruitful. not 
recommend that these outlines used 
their entirety, but rather that each teacher 
choose the points that best suit the cir- 
cumstances and his own personality. Many 
teachers hesitate give fprmal vocational 
talks. Instead, they seize the “ball the 
bounce” the opportunity presents itself 
and offer their vocational information 
the ideal time. Such teachers have need 
for outline. 

However, there would seem 
sufficiently large group teachers who, 
either through temperament the nature 
their subject matter, find great diffi- 
culty approaching the subject voca- 
tions. They are aware the importance 
imparting the information 
every teacher must vocation director. 
know that obligation that 
cannot transferred. hope that these 
outlines will help them meet this obliga- 
tion better and that, least the 
monthly vocation day, they will search 
and other sources improve their 
presentation this vital material. 

Eight different themes have been sug- 
These depart from the narrow 
the religious state and emphasize instead 
broader concept that all three states 
life constitute vocations. Because the 
nature and length some the topics, 
some teachers will wish spread the 
naterial over two vocation talks. Others 
vill prefer accentuate only one more 
the ideas listed under given subject. 


Editor’s Note. The following sugges- 
tions for study vocations have been 
adapted from outlines compiled 
Xaverian Brothers the 1953 work- 
shop their headquarters Baltimore. 
Brother Gilroy, C.F.X., assistant princi- 
pal Flaget High School, Louisville, 
Ky., was chairman the group which 
Brother Bartholomew, C.F.X., director 
the workshop, sent copy the 
outlines which were prepared for use 
the Brothers their own high 
schools. While, course, they are writ- 
ten for teachers boys and not 
mention vocations the Sisterhoods, 
the Sisters will have difficulty 
adapting the suggestions their work 
with girls well boys. What said 
about the Religious Brother will serve 
reminder Priests and Sisters 
teaching boys that this important 
vocation which seems more 
less neglected.

General Considerations:

The final choice must made the 
basis attraction, not divine revelation. 
This attraction to, admiration for, 
particular vocation can outward 
sign grace. 

The final choice vocation must 
made every man himself. God gives 
graces that can accept refuse. Par- 
ental opposition must weighed judge 
valid invalid. Definite action 
must follow definite decision. Dallying 
after decision has been reached invites 
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further indecision. Prolonged indecision 
not unusual, however. 
Steps the Choice: 

Seek advice: through prayer, through 
consultation with parents, confessor. 
counselor. 

Examine your fitness: you meet the 
qualifications that state life? 
you think this way life will aid you 
attaining your salvation? (The physical 
and moral fitness candidate par- 
ticular life must judged second 
party.) 

Consider your willingness: Are you at- 
tracted this vocation? Are you rea- 
sonably certain that what you want? 
Are you prepared make the sacrifices 
required? 

Accepting the vocation: your vo- 
cation if: the Church accepts you 
priest religious after probationary 
period seminary novitiate; you pro- 
nounce your marriage vows after pro- 
bationary engagement period; you have 
sufficient reason dedicate your life 
single blessedness.

Beginnings 


Chicago only youngster compari- 
son with many other famous American 
cities. Although now has population 
nearly four million, was just small 
town hundred years ago. When Chicago 
was incorporated town 1833 had 
only 150 people. 

Long years before, Father Marquette 
and Louis Jolliet had discovered the short 
cut across the Chicago Portage their 
return trip from the Mississippi. 1674 
Father Marquette returned preach 
the Indians, and little hut the 
banks the Chicago River, celebrated 
Mass honor the Immaculate Con- 
ception our Blessed Lady. 

the years went on, the Chicago 


Portage became well known short cut 
for the French traders their trips be- 
tween Canada and the Illinois country. 
1682 came Salle, who built stockade 
the portage. French missionary, 
Father Pinet, established the Indian Mis- 
sion the Guardian Angel 1696, but 
would another century before the 
white man would call Chicago his home. 

1803 the Government estab- 
lished Fort Dearborn the mouth the 
Chicago River. Alongside the Fort, small 
settlement fur traders began develop. 
August, 1812, occurred the Fort Dear- 
born Massacre, and for some years after 
the war the growth Chicago was very 
slow. was not until the great westward 
expansion began the 1830’s that the 
little settlement began look like town. 
From that time its growth and develop- 
ment has been phenomenal.

The Diocese Chicago 


What now the Archdiocese Chicago 
was formerly under the successive juris- 
dictions the Archdiocese Baltimore, 
the. Diocese Bardstown (Louisville). 
and the Diocese Vincennes (Indianap- 
olis). 1843 Bishop Quarter was ap- 
pointed the first bishop the Diocese 
Chicago. 1846 the first Sisters came 
Chicago, the Sisters Mercy, who 
opened that year St. Xavier’s Academy. 
the same year Bishop Quarter began 
ambitious educational program for boys 
the north side the river with the 
opening the University St. Mary 
the Lake. 


Walk 1854 


hundred years ago there was 
Conrad Hilton Hotel Chicago, but 
there was Michigan Avenue. Now 
boulevard with magnificent hotels and 
shops, was then just street facing 
the lake. 

1854, one were have walked 
north from the present site the hotel, 
would have found the southwest 
corner Michigan and Madison the home 
the Catholic Bishop Chicago. Back 
the bishop’s home. the southwest 
corner Wabash and Madison, was St. 
Mary’s Cathedral. The diocese bought 
this property from the Government. 
Originally was part the six acres 
Old Fort Dearborn. Just south the 
cathedral was St. Xavier’s Academy, con- 
ducted the Sisters Mercy. 

Farther north, few blocks beyond the 


Chicago River, where the Holy Name 
Cathedral stands today, one would have 
found the University St. Mary the 
Lake. This institution was closed 1866. 
Many years later, 1921, the University, 
under its original charter, but new 
location Mundelein, reopened 
the major seminary for the Archdiocese 
Chicago. 

Close the old university one would 
have found the Church the Holy Name, 
later its history become the Cathe- 
dral the Holy Name. 


The Chicago Fire 


1871 the population Chicago had 
grown more than 300,000 people. 
was thriving, big city now. Then sud- 
denly the night October fire 
broke out, spread rapidly from Koven 
Street through the downtown section and 
across the river the 
Twenty-seven hours later the fire was out, 
but the city was wilderness. with 100,- 
000 people homeless. 

Gone were homes, churches, schools. 
hospitals, and factories. Almost immedi- 
ately the tremendous job rebuilding the 
city began. From the ashes arose new 
city, metropolis destined within 
short time the second largest city the 
United States. 


New Era 


Bishop Foley decided build the new 
Cathedral the site the old University 
St. Mary the Lake. The Cathedral 
the Holy Name was dedicated 
November 21, 1875. 


Five years later the diocese was elevated 
the rank archdiocese and Rt. Rev. 
Patrick Feehan was appointed its first 
archbishop. The work reconstruction 
begun his predecessor was carried 
Archbishop Feehan. During the 
years his episcopacy, provided for 
the building asylums, found- 
ling homes, institutions for the aged. The 
work education all levels 
pered under him that was called “The 
Apostle the Schools.” 

This work ecclesiastical expansion 
continued under his successor, Archbishop 
Quigley. 1905 opened the doors 
the Cathedral College, the preparatory 
seminary the diocese. Later new “little 
seminary” was built just few blocks from 
the Cathedral and named after its founder 
Quigley Preparatory Seminary. Arch- 
bishop Quigley was instrumental greatly 
developing St. Mary’s Training School 
(now called Maryville Academy subur- 
ban Des Plaines), an_ institution for 
children deprived normal home life. 


The First Cardinal 

the West 

Archbishop Mundelein was elevated 
the College Cardinals 1924 and be- 
came the first cardinal, not only Chi- 
cago, but the entire western part 
the United States. This great churchman 
for thirty years zealously worked for the 
spiritual and material betterment the 
Catholic Church Chicago. one may 
rash single out the two greatest 
accomplishments his episcopacy, 
might cite the building the Seminary 
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St. Mary the Lake, place archi- 
tectural grandeur and natural beauty, 
where the priests the archdiocese pursue 
their philosophical and theological studies. 
Adjacent the seminary grounds the 
“spiritual powerhouse” the archdiocese. 
how Cardinal Mundelein frequent- 
referred the Benedictine Chapel 
Perpetual Adoration. second tremendous 
undertaking was the 28th International 
Congress held Chicago and 
the Major Seminary June, 1926, 
time when surely great graces came the 
people from their Eucharistic King. 


The Present 


The same zeal for the spread Christ’s 
kingdom that burned the souls his 
predecessors has dominated the episcopacy 
the present Archbishop Chicago, 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch. has labored 
incessantly provide for the spiritual 
needs his flock, many whom set- 
tled recently developed parts the 
archdiocese where there were churches 
schools. has built many these 
parish units and each year new ones are 
being started. The need for additional high 
schools, well increased facilities for 
the medical school Loyola University, 
the need for homes for the aged, schools 
for handicapped children, hospitals, and 
retreat house for priests, has been faced 
His Eminence and action taken each 
instance. 


The Archdiocesan 

School System 

Today the Archdiocese Chicago 
school system the largest the United 
States. More than 270,000 are enrolled 
schools, colleges, and universities, with 
teaching staff some seven thousand. 
Loyola University, conducted the 
Jesuits, and Paul University, con- 
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ducted the Vincentians, are the two 
Catholic universities within the archdio- 
cese. addition, there are four colleges 
for women: St. Xavier College and Mun- 
delein College are the city, while Ros- 
ary College located suburban River 
Forest and Barat College the north 
shore Lake Forest. 

More than 40.000 boys and girls are 
enrolled the high schools the arch- 
diocese. The newest high schools are 
Maria, conducted the Sisters St. 
Casimir; Mendel, conducted the Au- 
gustinians; and St. Patrick’s, conducted 
the Christian Brothers. 

schools has passed the 215,000 mark dur- 
ing the current year. These children are 
enrolled the 400 schools Cook and 
Lake Counties. Nearly 5000 teachers form 
the teaching staffs these elementary 
schools. the religious teachers, seventy 
different communities Sisters are repre- 
sented the archdiocese. would re- 
warding the visitor view the many 
modern grade schools and high schools 
containing the most up-to-date educational 
facilities. 


Handicapped Children 


There are two schools for the mentally 
handicapped: St. Mary Providence In- 
stitute the northwest side the city 
provides for the education retarded girls 
and the Lt. Joseph Kennedy, Jr., 
School, Palos Park, cares for retarded 
boys. 

Recently three day schools for the deaf 
were opened St. Gregory’s, St. Mel- 
Holy Ghost, and St. Francis Paula. 
These are the first day schools for the 
deaf under Catholic auspices opened 
this country. addition, two teams 
technicians have administered hearing tests 
all the children the archdiocese. 


St. Celestine School, 3017 Ave., Elmwood Park— One the new types grade 
schools with penthouse convent for the Sisters. This school has classrooms and

Epistemology the science the theory 
knowledge, its origin, nature, and limits, 
put differently, its extent, validity, 
and worth; investigates, analytically and 
genetically, the essential conditions knowl- 
edge determine its claim true ac- 
count reality; more recently has become 
critical reflection the assumption and 
sciences with reference any 
claims pretensions sciences final 
ind absolute truth; study reason 
itself, its powers and abilities, and its ca- 
pacity attain knowledge that transcends 
experience. 

The term was first used Ferrier 
1854. The epistemological problem was not 
formally formulated before Locke, nor true 
epistemological solution before Kant. Catholic 
writers regard branch philosophy 
and some continue call the field 
ology.” distinct from logic and from 
metaphysics, and uses primarily the data 
psychology. 

The educational process carried even 
professional educators without any definite 
formal answers the main epistemological 
even though implicit answers are the basis 
their activities.

DOCTORS THE CHURCH 


The Doctors the Church are ecclesiasti- 
cal writers who, not only reason the 
holiness their lives and the orthodoxy 
their doctrine but especially the eminence 
their knowledge, are called Doctors the 
Church. 

They differ from the Fathers the Church 
because not necessary for them live 
ancient times, the learning must really 
extraordinary, and required that this 
title conferred them sufficiently 
explicit way (actually solemn act the 
Pope needed). 


UNIVERSITY, PONTIFICAL 


Pontifical University Roman Catho- 
lic institution higher learning whose con- 
stitutions are formally approved the Pope 
and whose specifically ecclesiastical faculties 
(namely, theology, canon law, 
phy) are empowered confer ecclesiastically 
recognized degrees (Good 439). 


NURSERY SCHOOL

The world-wide discussion the nature 
knowledge. scholarship, and the 
university itself being promoted phase 
the Columbia Bicentennial Celebration 
should not overlook the Pax Romana dis- 
cussion the “Mission the University” 
Montreal and Quebec last year. 
have emphasized the need for the discus- 
sion the nature the university itself, 
apart from all limiting adjectives its 
universality. particularly this area 
that the Pax Romana discussion will help 
and deepen highly specialized scholar- 
ship and broaden Ding sich that 
unrelated wisdom insight. dry-as- 
dust scholarship will not come life with 
all the wishful thinking 
spontaneous generation. Life must come 
from life. 

Unfortunately, the university dis- 
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cussed almost terms specialization, 
and the Pax Romana discussion recog- 
nizes the inevitable tendency toward spe- 
cialization, but also talks about the 
university the radiating center the 
intellectual life, needing conception 
wisdom and culture. And be- 
lieves tha the State must ensure the uni- 
versity the autonomy and aid necessary 
for the pursuit its end. Though be- 
lieves that academic freedom the most 
important this autonomy, be- 
lieves, too, that it, like all human free- 
dom, can ver absolute. makes 
distinction not always make 
the discussion the United 
States “if pass from the field opin- 
ions that action, the democratic 
State will entitled intervene when- 
ever the constitutional principles which 
based are endangered subversive 
attitude.” The student himself must come 
out the university not only with his 
specialized knowledge, but with “‘a certain 
contemplative sense truth, teaching him 
regard objects not merely matter 
upon which man will exercise his power, 
but creatures coming from the hand 
God.” 

Two the general conclusions adopted 
the Congress are worthy direct 
quotation the light the discussion 
have been carrying on. The first is: 

“This higher education presupposes 
integral concept man and his place 
within the community, well right 
notion truth. tends, the pursuit 
its own fulfilment, give the student. 
whatever the discipline which his efforts 
are devoted, vision man and things 
which the true scale values will 
safeguarded, and which will once 
sound enough resist all the ideological 
temptations capable seducing him and 
flexible enough receive and integrate all 
the genuine progress and creations the 
human spirit.” 

From the standpoint the American 
discussion, this unusual emphasis 
true scale values and insight and 
wisdom. This what the degree 
doctor philosophy ought mean the 
highest award the university. This view 
gets away from the concept the univer- 
sity place for the mere compilation 
information, the tabulating question- 
naires, the manipulation statistics. 
deals with the mind man, and the dig- 
nity and destiny man, and visions 
ordered conception the intellectual life. 

Another conclusion specially relevant 
our discussion is: 

“The vast horizons opened 
searchings the human mind the one 
hand, and the other the requirements 
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contemporary professional life, make 
the University tend towards specializa- 
tion which itself inevitable, but which 
renders more delicate and more difficult 
the imparting genuine university cul- 
ture once highly specialized like science 
and with the wholeness wisdom. The 
University institution must endeav- 
our circulate the spirit unity through- 
out the whole the university body.” 
Here raised problem which the abso- 
lute acceptance specialization the 
sole function the university 
lenged the interest the wholeness 
wisdom. makes the university student 
not knowledge monger, but the possessor 
genuine university culture. One can- 
not help but notice our 
life, particularly more Europeans come 
us, that the professional man trained 
Europe has broader basis knowledge, 
more philosophical content and more 
artistic outlook than the person trained 
the American professional school. 
would great thing for America the 
Columbia world-wide discussion forces 
re-examine the basis the university, 
its culture, and its specialization, and 
brings purer conception the 
university, affected neither 
plicity profitable research contracts, nor 
the technological requirements

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World History High School 


Two outstanding difficulties are connected 
with the teaching world history high 
school. The first that the textbooks are 
necessarily long and often difficult for high 
school students read. The second that 
the student has learn 
names. 

The hardships connected with the length 
the book and the difficulty the reading are 
all the more appalling the course world 
history often assigned freshmen. Fresh- 
men read through page world history and 
wonder just what should remembered 
from all. They know they certainly cannot 
memorize the book. Often there are too many 
words which the student does not understand 
and cannot possibly find time hunt 
the dictionary. consequence freshmen are 
often prone just leave their book aside 
and hope get what they hear 
class from the teacher from other students. 


Questions for Each Chapter 


Most these difficulties can removed 
and much can learned even the slow 
students set questions the chapter 
studied supplied the teacher. The 
questions should simple and call for direct 
statements the most important facts 
learned. They should follow the same se- 
quence the text. student who has listened 
the teacher’s lesson will already have 
notion what are the more important points. 
excellent practice for the teacher 
omit some items his lessons assure 
himself that the student reads the book. With 
the help the teacher’s lesson and the ques- 
tions, students will gamely wade through the 
text. Gradually the vocabulary will become 
‘amiliar them and least have

even advisable allow the students 
write the correct answer their paper when 
they find they have made mistake. The 
work correcting class should 
ciently rapid that lazy students can’t plan 
the writing while the correcting going 
on. The teacher can tell the pupil’s errors 
the number changes made. This may 
made easier requiring the assignment made 
ink but allowing only pencils during cor- 
recting time. The teacher should, however. 
always look the papers and grade them. 


Questions for Tests 

variety means can used help 
the student prepare for tests and examina- 
tions. Tests are especially beneficial the 
end each chapter. some chapters are 
longer than others, the time between tests 
will not fixed. excellent practice 
require the students prepare set 
completion questions set multiple 
choice questions preparation for the test. 
These papers can profitably used the 
teacher get attention the students during 
class review. The students will always 
anxious find out what other students put 
down for their questions. Often the teacher 
can use questions taken word for word from 
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the work the students preparing objec- 
tive tests. 

Preparation for examinations might 
made the same way preparations for the 
tests. Much the work can simplified 
using the tests for each chapter. Varia- 
tions might made For exam- 
ple. completion questions were required for 
chapter test time, multiple choice ques- 
tions could used examination time. 
would advisable require fewer ques- 
tions examination review than test 
review. 


Oral Question Contests 


excellent help keep students inter- 
ested review work for world history 
examination have oral question con- 
test class. The best student stands before 
the class and answers from memory any 
question that the students ask: The class 
members are called turn propose 
question. Should student ask question 
which the best student cannot answer, the 
questioner then goes stand before the class 
and answers questions put him. Extra 
points for examinations partial exemptions 
are great encouragements the students 
try the one before the class answering 
questions when the period ends. 

Students will generally cover all the im- 
portant items reviewed and will 
successful their examinations. They will 
learn judge which things are important and 
which are only secondary. They will look for- 
ward the period world history 
period adventure and self-expression.

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How Help Gifted Students

This article not concerned with the 
question whether not gifted students 
should segregated. The author’s primary 
consideration conducting the research was 
how help the gifted minor seminary 
(grades nine fourteen). such school 
the classes are small; practically impos- 
sible have homogeneous grouping. Although 
the author’s primary concern the gifted 
student minor seminary, the material 
presented will prove valuable any teacher 
who has superior children heterogeneous 
group.

The School Helps 

the Gifted 

Mental tests are valuable help the 
faculty discover special traits the gifted. 
The faculty should realize the need for the 
dealings with the other students. Ordinarily, 
those who are mentally bright are close 
their own age group socially and emotionally. 
The intellectual. The school can have spe- 
cial reading programs for the gifted, e.g., 
reading lists American, English, and world 
literature for the different grades, graded 
spiritual reading list. may possible 
offer some instruction effective study and 
reading methods for those who need them. 
The gifted can encouraged write for 
the school paper. Extra work can done 
outside the classroom, with minimum 
guidance necessary the part the faculty, 
e.g., helping students learn Spanish and/or 
German only French taught the 
school: self-teaching books, with little help 
from faculty member, can achieve wonders. 
probably not possible the minor 
seminary have the gifted attend extra 
classes. The librarian can prevent the bright 
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student from reading beyond his age, and 
the same time provide well-balanced 
selection 

The artistic. The faculty 
foster interest the fine arts, employ the 
talent the gifted decoration and program 
presentation, encourage creative activity 
art and music. The practical consideration 
provide the facilities for such pursuits; e.g., 
music and art room, with helpful and super- 
vised literature, would prove very helpful. 

The Manual. Superior students can benefit 
such skills typewriting, mimeographing, 
the practical arts. The seminary should have 
rooms for typing, mimeographing, photog- 
raphy, and shopwork, not primarily for the 
gifted but for all the students. 

The activity program. The gifted should 
encouraged participate the various 
activities, e.g., the different sports, dramatics, 
the mission club, the literary club, etc. They 
are their own chronological age group, 
and this aids them spiritually, socially, and 
emotionally. 

The spiritual. The spiritual director (coun- 
selor) can most help the gifted. 
general, the superior child needs more help 
than normal children. The faculty should 
take care not equate intellectual brilliance 
with pride, not interpret searching ques-

The 
autocratic type teacher cannot handle these 
students The principal could with 
profit talk occasionally how handle 
bright students, stressing the need for the 
above traits the teacher well the value 
having spiritually and socially well- 
adjusted student. 

One effective way for the individual teacher 
class.

class difficult projects can given 
the bright, easier assignments the others. 
“Divide the class,” for example, “into sub- 
groups doing work suited them, often 
class projects which each member con- 
tributes according his ability.”* For ex- 
ample, the English teacher could have the 
students publish small class paper, have the 
less gifted write the simpler themes, let 
the better students handle the more difficult 
topics and also type and mimeograph the 
paper. 

teacher interested enough and having the 
time could start club, e.g., mathematics, 
modern language, reading, literature, science, 
etc., which can meet outside class 
Let the main interest and impetus 
the part the students. Such club will 
attract more students than the bright, but 
all the students who enroll will profit 
membership.

Analysis should 
always done with moderation, for over- 
emphasis opens the avenues mental weari- 
ness and ultimate disgust. Interest read- 
ing will thus sacrificed and the twofold 
purpose literature pleasure and profit 
will have been struck deadly blow. Experi- 
ence has proved that too much literary dis- 
section deadens interest, anesthetizes pleas- 
ures, and sacrifices profit. The teacher will 
find that her class bored; she will have 
use double amount energy arouse 
her students from their lethargy.

Paul. she has failed plant, hence her suc- 
cannot water nor increase love for 
literary heritage. 


Enthusiastic

Typical Project 

make this exposé specific, let con- 
sider The Masque the Red Death 
Edgar Allan Poe. understand this story 
fully and appreciate thoroughly, the 
teacher should give brief autobiography 
the author, morose individual endowed with 
genius and stricken with poverty. students 
are acquainted with his strange personality, 
they understand the man who gambled 
under strange circumstances college, who 
resorted drink and morphine not for pleas- 
ure but for oblivion, they will better under- 
stand his stories. they are told that Poe 
aimed and achieved single effect usually 
horrors with rigid exclusion every word 
not contributing it, they will comprehend 


his writing more fully and read with greater 
avidity. the teacher, borrowing from Poe’s 
epitaph, tells her class that “He was great 
his genius; unhappy his life; wretched 
his death; but his fame immortal,” 
she will arouse the curiosity adolescents 
see the master: strokes operation. Be- 
fore reading the story, feasible call the 
students’ attention the various devices Poe 
uses stimulating horror which shrouds this 
romance death. 

The Masque the Red Death should then 
read its entirety. The contrast between 
the ghastly description the pestilence 
the first paragraph with the dauntless frivolity 
Prince Prospero the second will sound 
the keynote interest. the first page Poe 
has divulged the incident that makes 
the story and has brought into the limelight 
the dominating character. the fourth para- 
graph gives such lurid picture the set- 
ting that students would have forced 
pause their reading. The gruesome and 
the bizarre definitely hold sway until the last 
paragraph when the Red Death silences the 
merry revelers with its gory embrace. This 
ensanguined destruction the harbinger 
blackness, and silence. Color emo- 
sound! Gory red has been replaced 
somber presumption despair, and 
revelry silence.

Why, 
his music called the Bible for all who 
would musicians. That’s how important 
that little boy became. 

can tell you was excited when got 
the idea playing with all the fingers. 
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will seem funny you, but early fingering 
used just the three longer fingers the hand, 
but was not funny me. How longed 
make them understand that all the fingers 
could used. Bach saw that. brought 
all the fingers and the thumb into use. 
tuned strings new way that revolu- 
tionized the music his day and set 
way new heights. tell you that 
Johann Sebastian Bach was wonder. 
attended choir school, later married, and 
continued professional musician. 

had twenty children who all adored 
him and music. How their home rang with 
the music the children and Bach’s pupils. 
wrote much music can scarcely re- 
member all. “The Well-Tempered Clavi- 
was show off new tuning. 
(Actually was Grandfather Clavichord 
first, but the same applied since 
are much alike.) Bach wrote some 300 
cantatas, oratorios for Christmas and Easter, 
French suites, English suites, and great 
mass preludes, sonatas, and inventions. 
wrote great sacred music. Perhaps you have 
heard college choir sing his glorious “St. 
Matthew Passion.” Don’t encourage 
talk more about Bach, never get 
show you half this memory book. Turn the 
page. 


Frederic Chopin 


Ah, Frederic Chopin—the poet the 
piano! The way that boy could cast spell 
over his listeners. think, way, one 
ever played did. tell you, didn’t 
know what was saying when began 
make speak. Suddenly all the ordinary 
words took new meanings until was 
you started saying something very 
ordinary about the weather and found your- 
self reciting very wonderful poetry like, 
heart leaps when behold rainbow 
the sky.” His audiences felt this spell, too, 
and his effect them was little short 
hypnotic. Especially the fine drawing rooms 
and salons was sensation. 

Why, remember that had this quality 
when was hardly more than child 
his father’s boarding school for boys. 
quiet the other boys when they became noisy 
and unruly, offered tell them story 
robbers and illustrate with music. 
This had novel sound and the boys quieted 
with curiosity. the story progressed from 
the exciting, successful robbery the escape 
the forest divide the spoils the music 
changed. The robbers became drowsy, fatigue 
crept over them, and they slept. The music 
was slower and softer. The boys and the 
headmaster slept, too. 

Frederic tiptoed out bring his mother 
and his sisters see what had happened. 
Then, with crashing chord 
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bowed legs, wakened the group 
laugh over the musical joke had played 
them. 

But saw far more than joke. 
could see something the future for that 
boy, and was right. wrote the most 
beautiful music for me, and played beau- 
tifully, too. seemed understand what 
could say best. was proud when 
tried his compositions your mother 
when she tries her exiting new Easter 
things charmingly until Chopin put the 
chords and melodies mouth. tell you 
had the ladies swooning when Chopin 
played for Paris audiences. You would 
have been proud then. 

Even today his music characteristic 
that you seldom hear recital 
without Chopin composition two in- 
cluded. Well, turn the page. want tell 
you about another boys that marked 
high light career. have tell 
you about only one two more. have 
appointment with the piano tuner squeak 
sustaining pedal tell you, the pain 
excruciating. 


Franz Liszt 


Franz Liszt! has been called the 
greatest piano virtuoso that 
though, confidentially, can tell you that 
there are artists today who play well and 
better. But was the greatest then. And 
had the right idea. wanted play 
well that nothing technical nature 
would too hard. Runs, trills, dazzling feats 
the fingers tickled, teased me, and left 
gasping. course, maybe carried 
today had that same spirit wanting 
perfect your technique. You’d surprised 
how much better perform for you. 

wasn’t the only one who wanted 
develop mental independence the fingers 
opposed mere physical independence. 
They thought “One finger should able 
play three even notes against two even notes 
another part the hand, while two 
more parts were going the other hand, 
neither them corresponding with either 
finger the first”! tried best, and 
sometimes they seemed well satisfied 
must have played they intended, but was 
not easy. felt out breath half the 
time trying figure out what new trick 
they had forgotten about the music itself. 

One man compared Liszt’s runs and dis- 
play, which are his compositions too, 
beautiful ornaments Christmas tree. And 
that’s the way felt about them, all 
bloom with lights and bubbles color. But 
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almost more than piano string and wood 
could bear. like remember those times, 
but was good turn more quiet, sin- 
cere playing. 


There you have three important 
pages memory book: Bach who laid 
the foundation for playing; Chopin, the 
poet; and Liszt, the virtuoso. Let’s skip some 
these great pages for the present. Beetho- 
ven, well, you know about him giant 
music, and towering intellect. never could 
understand him just 
fellow heart and tell you these men 
were masters and hard understand 
times. But loved them, every one. Particu- 
larly that seen him 
revise compositions many fifty times 
have them just right. wonder his music 
great. 


Mozart, Brahms, Debussy

must tell you little more about him 
cause was the beginning modern 
music. wanted paint colors, impression. 
atmosphere aside from storytelling pro- 
gram music. 

did not show great promise 
but continued his studies and won 
important prize began attract interested 
attention. was the beginning the best 
new music being written today. tell you 
had arguments going all around 
when his music was but today 
one thinks Debussy being radical 
all— just incredibly beautiful.

You seem see the 
Cathedral rise the sea. hear the faint 
music within and then watch sink slowly 
below the waves again the mists cover it.

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How Can Teach Spelling 
More Efficiently?

one may judge the errors found 
themes, letters and written reports, submitted 
students junior high, senior high, and 
college classes, must realize that our 
method teaching spelling certainly not 
showing satisfactory results. Are teaching 
pupils how spell, are encouraging 
them memorize the letters that make 
certain words? Children who carry home the 
weekly perfect scores spelling are often 
the greatest offenders written assignments 
content subjects. this the case, those 
same pupils have not mastered correct spell- 
ing habits. And, important spelling skills 
are written work, they are less essential 
other means communication. 


Stress Punctuation 


Spelling functions also the field speak- 
ing. Clear and correct pronunciation words 
possible only, the speaker has distinct 
picture the word uses. One cannot dis- 
cuss the art spelling separated from the 
irt correct speaking. Carelessness one 
goes hand hand with inaccuracy and 
faultiness the other.

Everywhere 
educators are making strenuous efforts 
improve reading ability our elementary 
schools. careful study the methods 
teaching spelling may help them. 

true that new spelling books provide 
programs based the most modern research. 
The lessons they contain are organized for 
each day the week. The study work 
such difficulty that often the pupil able 
proceed without the direct assistance 
the teacher. But all this splendid material 
does not assist the teacher the actual 
teaching procedure. further true that 
these well developed spelling texts include 
all the phases that enter into the acquisition 
spelling skills, but unless the teacher un- 
derstands the basic principles that must 
taught, all her efforts will vain. The 
best developed text remains profitless tool 
the presentation not correctly made. 

Considering these salient facts, are 
confronted the question, “How can

lists five ways which one can acquire good 
spelling habits. 


Kinds Spelling 

Hand Spelling. write word spell 
it, since each letter recorded separately. 
The hand seems perform the function 
spelling. fact often true that the 
person writing the word not conscious 
each individual letter, since the mind con- 
tinues thinking the thought. Sometimes the 
letters reverse and error made. 
not detected until the writer, re-reading 
the sentence, focuses his eye upon the word 
and finds that has written incorrectly.

Pupils 
the intermediate grades are encouraged 
when they recognize elements they have 
learned previous grades. 

From this may conclude then that the 
correct procedure teaching spelling must 
consistently follow and build upon the 
basic work done the three primary grades. 
The teachers the intermediate grades must 
understand the work done and use follow- 
program which the basic facts taught 
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play important part. 
teacher will well she continues the same 
techniques used the preceding teacher. 


Spelling Rules 


The following factors form large part 
spelling rules which bear repetition through- 
out the intermediate grades. will seen 
that these factors include the basic skills 
taught, well the greater difficulties en- 
countered the mastery spelling habits. 

The recall known words having the 
same: (a) initial consonant sounds; 
vowel and consonant blends; (c) silent let- 
ters; (d) long and short vowels and rules 
governing them; (e) combinations ur, ir, 
er, ar; (f) rhyming sounds. 

analysis those elements which 
cause difficulties. These are known “hard 
spots”: (a) different sounds the same 
letter combinations, i.e., wheat; 
different spellings with the 
sounds, i.e., chief —feast—feeling; 
different spellings the 
sound, i.e., (d) different sounds 
the same letter, 

The development syllabication rules: 
(a) one vowel sound each syllable; 
separating double consonant; formation 
plurals, possessives, and inflected forms; 
(d) addition prefixes and suffixes; (e) 
compound words. 


Exceptions Rules 


have given the various ways which 
one can learn spell. simple enough 
follow teaching plan, when the words 
taught follow definite pattern, but the 
difficulties arise when words present excep- 
tions the common rules. Since our lan- 
guage not phonetic one, there are many 
such exceptions. here that the skill 
the teacher demands ingenuity and patience. 
Those parts word which not conform 
the basic rules taught, are the ones which 
receive most attention. These difficult parts 
are termed “hard spots.” Sometimes 
necessary use all the five ways learn- 
ing spell, that this “hard spot” may 
impress itself correctly the mind. There 
are many suggestions given teachers that 
will aid the child. Drawing circle around 
the letters, tracing them color, underlining 
them, all strengthen the picture the mind. 
illustrate shall outline briefly how one 
word may lend itself effective teaching.

culty that often confused with the 
word “whether.” necessary drill 
the difference the initial sounds these 
two words.

And the teacher, one last encouraging 
word! The time spent lesson often 
lost because the method used not carried 
out consistently over long period time. 
Patience and perseverance following well- 
planned procedure will bring lasting results.

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Art and the Other Subjects 


“One picture worth thousand 
saying that usually applied the 
picture that see and the words that 
read hear. Another interpretation even 
more helpful the teacher that making 
picture some particular information 
worth thousand words talking about 
the new learning.

may emotionally and mentally convinced 
that certain things should done but 
let that conviction grow 
nothing. 

Pupils who have photographic memories can 
give back the teacher verbally what she 
has just given them without doing any think- 
ing all. They may have gone along all 
through school without reasoning thing out 
for themselves. Every child has reasoning 
power some extent and the teacher seeks 
develop that power the highest point 
possible. 

The teacher realizes that children learn 
things many ways from the textbook 
other references, from the teacher, and from 
outside experiences. When children draw pic- 
tures and write original stories they incor- 
porate within them their new learnings. They 
express their feelings and their opinions about 
things, indeed 
often unconscious that they are revealing 
much their inner selves. they are asked 
tell directly what they think about things 
how they feel about occurrences, they hesi- 
tate and try for the version that they think 
the teacher wants. They are reluctant give 
over the contents their minds just boy 
loathe empty his pockets the gaze 
anyone may consider critical.

How Begin? 

How does the teacher begin when the chil- 
dren have not done creative work heretofore? 
For the primary teacher easy enough. 
Her children have not heard the great Ameri- 
can fallacy that only select few can draw 
pictures and tell stories about the pictures.

One first grade teacher begins the first 
day school. She gives each child crayons 
and paper paints and paper.

very important that the teacher does 
not try teach all the language arts 
soon the first stories come in.

They could 
see what meant historical novels. Teach- 
ers can find opportunities for stories all 
the lessons they have daily. 


Self-Education 

The children will back their text- 
books and other reference books get 
more and more information scenery, 
clothes, dwellings, food, and other things 
they wish put into their stories. They 
need more and more information for the 
illustrations well for the story. And all 
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along they are improving spelling, hand- 
writing, sentence formation, punctuation, and 
their reading. And all enlivened with 
the art work that they do. When children put 
aside the feeling that they can’t art work. 
they will enjoy it.

More than million Catholic children were 
enjoying the benefits parochial schools 
when the Catholic educators the United 
States began their organized activities the 
N.C.E.A. The teaching Sisters and Brothers 
were becoming the normal and usual teaching 
staff replacing the lay people who many 
places had pioneered the lower schools. Yet 
they were very much under the supervision 
the local pastors.

Supervisors Arrive 


The training these teachers and the 
winning teaching certificates had been the 
concern the national conciliar legislation 
twenty years earlier and boards ex- 
aminers continued function even before 
state approval was eagerly sought. The 
teachers were usually overworked with 
classes running sixty and seventy pupils 
and the early decades the century they 
began supervised not only pastors, 

the traditional overseers, but also com- 
munity inspectors and the diocesan superin- 
tendents. the past half century. would 
seem. there have never been enough teachers 
for the demands made the faithful the 
parochial schools.
